Ann Arbor, Mich., Aug. ll (API 
—The bodies of 4 persons all be­ 
lieved to have been 
slain were 
found burned in an automobile on 
the road near Willis today. The 
victims were tentatively identified 
as Thomas Wheatley, 16, of Ben­ 
ton; Harry Lore, 16, of Ypsilanti; 
Vivian Gould and Anna Harris, 
both 
of 
Cleveland, 
who 
were 
visiting at the Lore home. 
The four left Monday night to 
attend a movie at Ypsilanti ac­ 
cording to Harry Wheatley, father 
of Thomas. State police said they 
believed the young people had 
been slain and the auto set afire. 
They were working on the theory 
that robbery was the motive. 
A farmer discovered the auto­ 
mobile. The four bodies were in 
the rear seat. 
The officers said 
the position of the bodies indi­ 
cated they had been placed there 
after the victims were either kill­ 
ed or mortally wounded. 
A fanner living near the scene 
reported hearing an automobile 
speed past his home half an hour 
before 
the 
bodies were found. 
Stat^ police said that automobile 
tire tracks nearby indicated that 
a second car had been driven to 
the scene.

youth, who was shot in a mysterious 
manner at the Marsh Creek hunting 
club camp In the western end of tne 
county almost tfto weeks ago, left 
the Annie Warner hospital today 
with the story of his shooting as 
obscure as the day he was brought 
to the institution from Newman’s 
hill where two Chambersburg mo­ 
torists found him with a bullet hole 
in his chest. 
He told his benefactors that he 
was the watchman at the camp and 
that he was on his way to a near­ 
by spring when he felt a pain in 
his chest. He looked down and saw 
the bullet hole. Afterwards, he re­

The state police investigated his 
story but were unable to learn any 
new facts leading to a solution of 
the mysterious assault.

NO SURPRISE IN 
FLETCHER'S ACT 


Announcement 
He 
Would 
Leave Tariff Body Is 
Expected Thing.

Washington—It 
didn’t 
surprise 
many p-r sons in Washington when 
Iff’iry Prather Fletcher announced 
the otner day that ne had resigned 
as chairman of tne tariff commis­ 
sion. 
As a m atter of fact, his accept­ 
ance of the post a year ago was the 
real surprise. Tired after 32 years 
of public service under six presi­ 
dents, Fletcher had voluntarily quit 
an ambassador to Italy and re­ 
turned to private life. 
Re was in Massachusetts when 
the White House got him on the 
telephone. Mr. Hoover wanted him 
to become cha im an o.? the re -or­ 
ganized tariff commission. 
Fletcher said "No.” The presi­ 
dent repeated his request, only to 
get a more emphatic refusal. And 
it was not until Mr. Hoover insisted 
that he could find no one else who 
could and would do the job that 
Fletcher agreed. 
How well he succeeded lf evi­ 
denced by the commission’s record 
for the last year, surpassing in 
volume the work it had done in the 
seven previous years. 
He is credited with having sub­ 
stituted logic for politics in the 
work of the commission. 
Bickering 
was eliminated to such an extent 
thta at the close of the first year 
the commission worked as a u n it- 
unanimous in all its recommenda­ 
tions to the president. 
Fletcher is in his late fifties, 
rather tall, with snow white hair 
and a ruddy complexion. His sense 
of humor has carried him safely 
through most of the trying inci­ 
dents of his career. 
And 
they have been many, in 
war as well as diplomacy. He quit 
his law practice to join Theodore 
Roosevelt and his Rough Riders for 
the Cuban campaign in the Span­ 
ish-American war. After that he 
went over to the Philippines as a 
volunteer second lieutenant to fight 
the insurrectionists. 
His love for horseback riding still 
persists an he is an accomplished 
horseman. 
But it was in tile field of diplo­ 
macy 
that he excelled. His 
long 
years 
of service in Central and 
South America have 
won for him 
a popularity ana a place in the 
esteem of government officials of 
these countries rarely enjoyed. 
He accompanied Hoover on his 
South American trip, prior to tiv* 
inauguration, in the role of “guide 
pnilosopher 
and 
friend" 
and at 
every point of call 
Fletcher was 
greeted as a long lost brother. 
Pan-American papers printed col­ 
umns about him and the way he 
jva.i regraded in those countries. 
When Ambassador Dawes made 
his celebrated remark that diplo­ 
macy w-as "easy on the brains but 
hell on the feet." Fletcher s obser­ 
vation is typical of the man. 
"It depends upon which you use " 
ne said.
